EXECUTIVE ORDER NO. 79-10 

WHERE'AS ,  Public Law 12-100 establishes the Guam Energy Office and specified 

a termination date of Februru::y 7, 1975; and, 

WHERE'AS, Public Law 13-70 extended the termination date from Februru::y 7, 1975 

to the effective date of the termination of the Federal Energy Administration; 

��. Publi� Law 14-132 appropriated operation funds for the said office 

for the complete fiscal year of 1979; and, 

��, the purposes and functions of the said office have not been a:lllpleted; 

and, 

��, the administration has requested the Speaker of the Fifteenth Guam 

Legislature to extend the existence of the said office through amendrrent of Public 

Law 12·-100 dild Public Law 13-70 in view of the continuing need cf the recent Fede:.:al 

La>i transfe=ing the powers and duties of the Federal Energy Administration to the 

U.S. Departrrent of Energy on October 1, 1977; and, 

��. the office is =rently handling $250,000 (,FY 79) in Federal Funds 

under two (2) Energy Conservation pl;:ms and is anticipating in receiving an addi­

tional $750,000 in Federal assistance under the Schcols, Hospitals and Public 

Building Grant Program under the U.S. Department of Energy; and, 

WHEREAS, it will be highly beneficial to maintain the staff and activities 

of this office awaiting a detemination of the desire of the Fifteenth Guam Legis-

lature to prolong or t�te this function of government; 

NC:W, THEREFORE, I, PAUL M. CALVO, Governor of Guam, by virtue of the autho-

rity vested in me by the Organic Act of Guam do hereby order as follows: 

l. The Guam Energy Office shall continue to operate effective January 1, 

1979 with the same staffing and budget as authorized by P.L. 14-132. 



2. The salary of the Administrator shall be $29,000 per annum and the 

Assistant Administrator shall be $24,000 per annum, subject, however, to the 

limitation that the local portion of the salary shall not exceed that set in the 

budget as authorized by Public Law 14-132. 

3. That the Guam Energy Office shall continue to operate by virtue of this 

Executive Order until the legislature expresses its wish as to the existence of 

this office through Bill No. 384 on any similar m=asure on the subject.
